Excellent balance.

Mercury Thermometers 

Cheap classic mercury thermometers. Requires proper haz-mat disposal! Do not dispose of 
in trash! You must include in the comment section of your order a statement of agreement 
to this condition to purchase. 4.5" long. 

They are designed so that the full range of the 2 -inch- 
long graduated scale is from 96 to 106 degrees, so 
these are not the sort of thermometers you would use 
to tell the temperature of a room, they are designed 
specifically for measuring the body temperature of 
higher mammals. They come sterile in a screw-top 
plastic tube. Single use. This means that the mercury 
doesn't go back down. So if it reaches 102 degrees 
and you let it cool to room temperature, it will still say 102 degrees. In other words, they 
record the highest temperature they are ever exposed to, and you get the actual 
temperature, not the temperature by the time you look at it as well. The downside is of 
course that you can't ever use it again (well, it isn't like you were going to use a rectal 
thermometer in more than one patient anyway), but the upside is that they're cheap and 
available in quantity and of course, that they record the peak temperature for as long as 
you need it available. 

Queen Square Percussor 

This is exactly the same 
as our with one 
significant difference. 
Every dimension has 
been scaled up by a 
factor of 1.5 - with the 
exception of the handle, 
which is 16 inches long 
instead of 18. The head 
is 3 inches in diameter, 
the handle is half an 
inch wide. Keep in mind 
that if you make 
something 1.5 times taller, 1.5 times wider and 1.5 times thicker, it will be 3.375 times as 
heavy, so you might be surprised at this large tendon hammer. Still the same soft silicone 





bumper, the same soft clear guard that comes on the point on the end of the handle. It is an 
excellent knee hammer, and nothing like it is sold by anyone else, anywhere else.

Downscaled Pediatric Mode 

This is similar to our but scaled 
down for pediatric use. The 
pediatric queen square 
percussor is scaled down from 
14 inches in length including 
the head to 9 inches. The total 
weight of the instrument is 1.8 
ounces. Unlike our other queen 
square models which have 
points, the pediatric queen square reflex hammer does not come with the point guard. This 
is because of its much shorter length. 

Slightly Irregular Hammers 

A few stainless steel Troemners that are "odd" or have flaws that do not allow us to call 
them "First Quality" so we offer them as 2nds. If you are just looking for a discount, you 
may consider the non-standard model page (click here) for perfectly good instruments that 
are unique and possibly made by miscellaneous parts and are therefore without flaws and 
not inferior, yet not standard (not like hundreds of other identically manufactured 
instruments). This page is devoted to hammers with actual flaws. Depending on how 
"messed up" they are, the price we set for them won't be fixed. Please let us know in the 
comment field provided when you place your order online which end of the scale you'd 
want it to be on (low end may be an engraving gone bad, high end may be just plain weird 
somehow and not even necessarily flawed, or maybe some spots or other minor cosmetic 
flaws that occurred during casting or machining), or maybe composed of chromed brass 
instead of stainless steel (do not try to bend THEM with your bare hands because if you try 
you will SUCCEED!) We will adjust the price accordingly when we actually process it.
